SHE kept the world waiting but when she did arrive 
it was with remarkable speed - becoming the first 
royal baby to be introduced to the public on the 
same day that she was born. 

The Princess of Cambridge - later to be named 
Charlotte Elizabeth Diana - fourth in line to the 
throne, made her entrance at 8.34 am on Saturday 
morning after the royal couple caught the world’s 
press on the hop by arriving at St Mary’s Hospital in 
Paddington at 6 am. 

Around 12 hours later she was introduced to the 
world on the steps of the Lindo Wing following a 
visit from her brother, Prince George, and before 
being whisked off to spend her first night in Kens¬ 
ington Palace. 

A microphone was set up before TV crews from all 
over the world, as happened when Prince George 
was born, but on this occasion there were no words 
from Prince William.

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Capital's creative schoolchildren impress award-winning artist 


Talented young Londoners are top draw 


T HE award-winning artist Mark 
Wallinger has praised young Lon¬ 
doners’ creativity after judging this 
year’s Fourth Plinth Schools Awards, run 
by the Mayor of London in partnership 
with art supplies retailer Cass Art. 

The annual art competition, which invites Lon¬ 
don’s primary and secondary schoolchildren to 
create artworks inspired by the commissions for 
the Fourth Plinth in Trafalgar Square, has had an¬ 
other record-breaking year, attracting more than 
1,800 entries, representing every London borough. 

The young people taking part were encouraged 
to take inspiration from the ten sculptures that have 
appeared on the plinth, as well as the historic 
square. These works include Turner Prize-winning 
artist Mark Wallinger, whose sculpture ‘Ecce 
Homo’ was the first to occupy Trafalgar Square’s 
Fourth Plinth in 1999, and the latest commission, 
‘Gift Horse’ by Hans Haacke. 

Mark Wallinger said: “The overall quality of the 
work submitted for the Fourth Plinth competition 
was extraordinarily strong. I was quite over¬ 
whelmed by the sheer breadth of imagination dis¬ 
played and the enormous diversity of materials that 
were used to express the proposals. And the propos¬ 
als themselves were by turns serious, playful, satir- 
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ical, accusatory, celebra¬ 
tory, or plain silly. 
Everyone had engaged 
thoroughly with the con¬ 
text of the site and none 
of the work lacked for 
ambition. It was quite a 
responsibility to select 
winners from such a 
strong entry (and a huge 
amount of fun!), but 
some works were so 
acutely memorable they 
seemed to choose them¬ 
selves.” 

This year’s entries in¬ 
clude a Transformer 
London Bus; a floating 
balloon monument to 
life; a sinister pigeon 
made of money; Big Ben 
transformed into a 
weapon; and a three-di¬ 
mensional Diplodocus inspired by Jackson Pollock. 
The overall winners are as follows: 

5-7 Years winner: Garnet Class, Year 2 from 
Mount Stewart Infant School in Brent, for a touch¬ 
ing sculpture of a face spreading happiness. 


8-11 Years winner: Jago Be van, from Notting 
Hill Preparatory School, Kensington and Chelsea, 
for For Sale, an estate-agent style sign to be placed 
on the Fourth Plinth in a wry comment on London’s 
property prices. 

12-15 Years winner: Thushika Ravichandran, 
from Notting Hill & Ealing High School Senior De¬ 
partment, Ealing, for Live Your Life to the Fullest, 
an inventive balloon sculpture, which sees the word 
“Life” floating as if a kite in the sky: a call for 
everyone to look up and take in what is around 
them. 

The Fourth Plinth Schools Awards exhibition, 
which includes the top prize winners in three age 
categories, as well as the best entry from each Lon¬ 
don borough, is now on show at City Hall and runs 
until July. 

Prizes were also awarded to ten outstanding 
teachers for the extraordinary commitment they 
have shown in helping their students realise their 
creative vision. 

The Mayor of London Boris Johnson said: “The 
Fourth Plinth Schools Awards are a fantastic way to 
showcase the artistic talents of young Londoners 
and give them a chance to connect to the capital’s 
most famous square. A record number of youngsters 
entered this year and the inventiveness and talent 
they demonstrated was superb. By bringing some 


of our most celebrated pieces of contemporary art 
into schools, I hope we will inspire the next gener¬ 
ation to tap into their own creativity.” 

Last year saw the start of a three-year partnership 
with Cass Art, one of the UK’s leading art supplies 
retailers. Mark Cass, founder and chief executive of 
the company, said: “Our mission at Cass Art has al¬ 
ways been, ‘Let’s Fill this Town with Artists’, so 
this gave us the perfect opportunity to inspire 
younger generations to take up art and work in 
groups to consider how to fill London with art.” 

The Mayor’s Fourth Plinth programme is sup¬ 
ported using public funding by the National Lottery 
through Arts Council England’s Grants for the Arts 
programme. 

Joyce Wilson, Area Director, London, Arts Coun¬ 
cil England, said: “The Fourth Plinth Schools 
Award is a wonderful testament to the creativity and 
originality of primary and secondary school chil¬ 
dren across London. It is great to see that one of 
England’s most important and prominent displays 
of public art has not only inspired their creativity, 
but also engaged them as artists and audiences of 
the future.”

Kate made a brief appearance with their 
newborn wrapped in a white shawl with 
cream bonnet, to wave to the crowds before 
retreating into St Mary’s. 

They emerged a few minutes later with the 
Princess safely closeted in her car seat, before 
being driven to Kensington Palace in a black 
Range Rover with Prince William at the 
wheel. 

There were hopes that Prince George would 
have joined them on the steps for a unique 
photo opportunity. He was brought to the 
hospital earlier in the afternoon by Prince 
William and duly obliged the clamouring 
press corps with a few waves before being 
taken in to meet his new sibling. 

It was, in fact, the first time he had been 
officially seen in public since his birth 18 
months ago and the little Prince, dressed in 
blue with his trademark long socks, was 
clearly fascinated by the hoard of cameras 
and cheering crowds. 

But George was not to make an appearance 
on the steps of St Mary’s, having been 
returned to Kensington Palace, leaving by a 
back entrance, to be cared for, apparently, by 
her grandmother, Carole Middleton. 

With William and Kate determined to 
ensure their children live as normal a life as 
possible, it is unlikely we shall seen any offi¬ 
cial photographs of Princess Charlotte for 
several weeks. 

Meanwhile, London celebrated the new ad¬ 
dition to the royal family with landmarks, in¬ 
cluding the London Eye, BT Tower, Tower 
Bridge and the Trafalgar Squre fountain illu¬ 
minated in pink on Saturday night. 

On Bank Holiday Monday gun salutes took 
place in Hyde Park and the Tower of London. 

The Queen and Prince Charles, who said he 
wanted a granddaughter, expressed their de¬ 
light with the new arrival and messages of 
congratulations flowed in from world leaders 
and leading politicians. 

To mark the occasion the Westminster 
Abbey Company of Ringers ran a full peal of 
Cambridge Surprise Royal on the Abbey’s 
ten bells commencing at 2pm on Monday af¬ 
ternoon to coincide with the gun salute in 
Hyde Park. It is a historic tradition that the 
Abbey’s bells are rung for significant royal 
occasions. 

For the birth of Prince George in 2013, the 
same peal was rung, lasting over three hours. 

The Dean of Westminster, the Very Rev¬ 
erend Dr John Hall, who conducted the wed¬ 
ding service of the Duke and Duchess of 
Cambridge in April 2011, said: “We assure 
The Duke and Duchess and their growing 
family of our prayers and very best wishes. 

As with the birth of Prince George, this birth 
will bring joy to people not just here but 
around the world, reminding us all of the de¬ 
light we experience at a new birth in our own 
families.”

Shock poverty figures 
in world’s richest city 


AS London has been officially named the 
world’s richest city, shocking disparities 
have been revealed in its wealthy borough 
of Kensington and Chelsea - for the poorest 
family in the borough to match the wealth 
of its richest family, they would have to 
work for one million and three hundred 
thousand years. 

The borough’s richest man is Len Blavatnik of Kens¬ 
ington Palace Gardens, named last week in The Sun¬ 
day Times Rich List as having a fortune of £13.17 
billion and owner of a 13-bedroom house reported to 
be worth £200 million. 

But just a 15-minute bus ride away, at Henry Dickens 
Court, Notting Dale, the poorest families in the bor¬ 
ough are living on the poverty line of £206 a week.

The Kensington Labour Group says 4,860 children in 
the borough are living on or below the poverty line. 

Meanwhile the annual Rich List has announced that 
London now has more billionaires - 80 - than any 
other city in the world, with a collective wealth of 
£258 billion, and most of them live in Kensington and 
Chelsea. 

Loss of 20 years in ife expectancy 

“The extreme inequality in Kensington and Chelsea 
makes it the most unequal borough in Britain,” says 
the local Labour group. 

Being born on the wrong side of the borough could 
mean a difference of 20 years in life expectancy. 

Residents of Hans Town, the 18th century suburb 


near Sloane Street, enjoy an average life expectancy 
of 92 years, say Labour statisticians. 

_ But just three miles away in Golbome, average life 
expectancy plummets to 72 years. 

“This and other obvious inequalities are disgrace¬ 
ful,” said a Labour spokesman. 

“It is outrageous that in a modern city, where the 
London average for child poverty is 28 per cent of 
families, in Henry Dickens Court, the poorest part of 
the richest borough in Europe, child poverty is more 
than double that - a quite staggering 57 per cent of 
families living on the breadline. 

“That is a worse figure than The Gorbals in Glas¬ 
gow, where child poverty is 49.7 per cent. It is shame¬ 
ful that in the 21st century, a sorry part of the richest 
city in the world is experiencing poverty more usually 
associated with the time of Charles Dickens.”

currently so overloaded with calls from victims 
that, said Mrs Bernal, “40 per cent of people can’t 
get through due to the high demand”. 

Now Dr Rod Abouharb, the Labour hopeful for 
the Kensington seat at the general election 
this week, has promised to take a tough 
line to make the borough safer against 
stalkers. 

Dr Abouharb (pictured) said: “It is 
truly a shocking statistic that 12,500 
women in Kensington during their life¬ 
time will be stalked. 

“Women must be able to live their lives 
with the knowledge that they are safe from stalk¬ 
ing whether they are at home, at work, or meeting 
with friends. Both online and offline stalking must 
be dealt with seriously. 

“It would be my role, should I be elected as your 
local MP, to make sure that we have comprehensive 
and robust legislation to protect women from this 
pernicious behaviour. 

“It would also be my role to make sure the Metro¬ 



politan Police have enough resources to enforce the 
law. We must ensure that law enforcement works 
with local voluntary sector organisations, and the 
public, to raise awareness and signal where women 
can receive help in order to end the misery of 
stalking in the lives of thousands of 
women.” 

The Met said all reports of stalking 
would be taken very seriously and they 
urged anyone with fears that they have a 
stalker or are suffering harassment to re¬ 
port it immediately. Stalking carries a 
penalty of up to six months in prison. 

The Met issued the following advice for any¬ 
one in fear that they are being stalked: 

• Take a mobile telephone with you when you go 
out. 

Carry a personal attack alarm and learn how to use 
it. 

• Try to alter your daily routines, ask friends to go 
with you whenever possible, and always try to let 
someone know what your plans are. 


• Keep a record of what happened, where, when 
every time you were followed, phoned, received post 
or e-mail. 

• Keep letters, and parcels as evidence: even if they 
contain frightening or upsetting messages, do not 
throw them away and handle them as little as possi¬ 
ble. 

• Keep copies of e-mails on disk and print out hard 
copies, do not delete the original. 

• Tell your friends, neighbours and work colleagues 
about what is happening. 

• Answer the phone by saying ‘hello’, not your 
name or number. 

•Do not confront your stalker or even engage them 
in conversation. 

• Do not, under any circumstances, agree to a meet¬ 
ing to talk about how you feel about them constantly 
bothering you. 

• Do not respond in any way to calls, letters, or con¬ 
versations.

Labour using translators 
to pick up ‘lots of votes’ 


CANNY canvassers campaigning for 
would-be Kensington MP Rod Abouharb 
have brought in a team of translators - as 
more than 20% of residents of the royal 
borough do not speak English as their first 
language. 

Official figures show that more than 16,000 resi¬ 
dents of Kensington and Chelsea do not have English 
as their native tongue. 

So Dr Abouharb, senior lecturer in international re¬ 
lations at University College London, has raised a 
team of linguists - speaking seven foreign languages 
between them - to help win votes on the doorstep. 

“We always have translators out with Rod when he 
is campaigning. Given the wide variety of nationali¬ 
ties in the constituency, we think it is a simple cour¬ 


tesy and many residents appreciate it,” said a senior 
member of Dr Abouharb’s 40-strong street team. 

Kensington and Chelsea is the fourth highest bor¬ 
ough in Britain for non-primary-English-speaking 
residents; 52 perr cent of residents were born outside 
of the UK, 28% of them have moved to the borough 
in the last 13 years and the borough has more people 
born in Germany, Iran, France, Italy, Spain and the 
Philippines than any council area in Britain. 

The borough also has the lowest proportion of res¬ 
idents with a UK passport - 60.5 per cent, 11.7 per 
cent fewer than the London average and 15.2 per cent 
lower than the average for England and Wales. 

“Because the area is so international, our action 
team includes members who are fluent in French, 
Spanish, Japanese, Spanish, Arabic, Farsi and Kur¬ 
dish. Providing this facility is helping us to pick up a 
lot of votes,” said a spokesman.

Plenty of ways to enjoy 
helpful brain training 


I STARTED the year with a 
resolution to get fitter and 
thankfully that’s in hand, as 
you can see from my recent blog 
‘Taking the plunge’. 

So, buoyed by progress made on the 
physical front, my thoughts turned to 
what I could do for a mental workout. 
Fortunately I haven’t had to look far to 
find plenty of ways to stimulate the grey 
matter. 

The difficulty now will be what to 
choose. There’s a whole host of activities 
provided in our excellent libraries which, 
as we should all know by now, offer far, 
far more than just lending books, as 
important as this service remains. 

If you enjoy a good book why not try 
your hand at writing one, or maybe a 
short story? If you’re not 
sure how to start why 
not try a creative 
writing class? We 
have one in North 
Kensington Library. 

My trawl through 
what’s on offer 
uncovered the excellent 
Adult Learners’ Week, 
which runs from 
Saturday 13 to Friday 19 June. This is the 
UK’s largest annual festival of learning, 
inspiring thousands of people to discover 
how learning can change their lives. It’s a 
great opportunity to raise awareness of 
the benefits learning can bring, and to 
inspire adults of all ages to try something 
new. Clearly these benefits are 
considerable. 

A report by the University of Exeter 
refers to research on adult learners that 
found 71 per cent felt their quality of life 


had improved and 82 per cent were more 
confident in their abilities. That’s a very 
encouraging set of numbers and chimes 
with our own experiences. 

During 2014 nearly 4,000 people (3,921 
to be precise) participated in learning 
through our Adult and Family Learning 
Service, choosing from a range of 650 
courses. 

Of these we know that 1,630 learners 
took their course to the next stage, a 
further 137 got jobs, 54 took up 
volunteering and 47 went on to study a 
course outside the adult learners’ 
programme. 

Proof, if you need, it that adult learner 
programmes open up possibilities to 
people. 

This year there are a similar number of 
courses running at 25 local centres, open 
to anyone aged from 19 
upwards. The great thing 
about adult learning is 
that there is no upper 
age limit on who can 
register to attend - all it 
requires is a willingness 
to have a go. 

Subjects on offer range 
from art and 
design to digital 
photography, various language courses - 
French, Spanish and Japanese to name a 
few - as well as courses on lip-reading 
and first aid for children.

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• DEVELOPERS FACE £500,000 BILL 

Council order pub to be 
rebuilt brick by brick

DEVELOPERS who demolished a Maida 
Vale pub without permission are set to pay 
dearly for their wrecking spree - they now 
face a £535,000 bill to rebuild it brick-by¬ 
brick. 

Westminster planners are expected to order this 
week the complete rebuilding of The Carlton Tavern 
which was ripped down without authority last month 
by builders working for Israeli-based developers. 

The “build it back” order is the latest sign that the 
tide has turned and central London planners are at last 
getting tough in a crackdown on developers detested 
by residents. 

Westminster City Council is to vote tonight (Tues¬ 
day) on a proposal that CLTX developers of Tel Aviv 
must rebuild The Carlton Tavern to exactly as it was 
before they ignored council refusal for development 
and sent in two bulldozers to reduce it to rubble. 

The council’s planning application committee will 
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be asked to endorse a recommendation that the devel¬ 
opers - who want to build 10 luxury flats on the site - 
have 18 months to rebuild the pub “so as to recreate 
in facsimile the building as it stood immediately prior 
to its demolition on April 8 th ”. 

The pub was built in 1920 by the Charrington brew¬ 
ery at a cost of £11,600. To rebuild it at today’s prices 
will cost £534,600. 

Residents and local councillors are livid that the pub 
was wiped off the face of Carlton Vale - while the 
landlady had her back turned. Robert Davis, deputy 
leader of Westminster Council, called the demolition 
“scandalous”. 

Bulldozers working for developers CLTX Ltd of 22 
Lennox Gardens SW1 tore the pub to pieces while its 
landlady Patsy Lord was at home, having been told

The route will create a continuous two-way cycle 
track between the Oval cricket ground and Ram- 
payne Street. 

TfL has written to residents and businesses along 
the route to inform of the works andinevitable de¬ 
lays. 

Construction started in mid-April and is likely to 
continue for many months. 

TfL accepts that journeys in and around central 
London are likely to be affected and regular users, 
particularly cab drivers, are already claiming that 
the work along the Embankment is causing gridlock 
in the West End. The work will take place in stages, 
with different areas affected at different times. 

TfL is advising, if you are travelling in Westmin¬ 
ster, to check before you travel and allow more time 
for your journey, especially during peak times. 

Roads around Vauxhall, Oval and Pimlico are ex¬ 
pected to be busier than usual until the autumn. 

To plan your journey and find out more about the 
work and details of the scheme, including sched¬ 
uled road closures, visit the TfL website. 

Permanent turning restrictions will be intro¬ 


duced at the following junctions: 

• Left turn from Drummond Gate into A202 
Vauxhall Bridge Road from June 2015. 

• Left turn from A202 Vauxhall Bridge Road into 
Millbank from October 2015. 

Temporary road closures will be introduced at the 
following junctions: 

• Regency Street at its junction with A202 Vaux¬ 
hall Bridge Road from May 2015 for two weeks. 

• John Islip Street at its junction with A202 
Vauxhall Bridge from June 2015 for three weeks. 

• Drummond Gate at its junction with A202 
Vauxhall Bridge Road from August 2015 for three 
weeks. 

Cycle lanes will be retained or provided wher¬ 
ever possible, although temporary closures may 
be necessary at times. If you are cycling in or near 
the affected area during constmction, you might 
prefer to use alternative routes, such as crossing 
the river via Lambeth Bridge. 

Buses travelling along or across Vauxhall Gyra¬ 
tory, Vauxhall Bridge and Vauxhall Bridge Road 
may be on diversion. Some bus stops will also be 
temporarily relocated or 
suspended. 

Bus routes affected include: 2, 36,77, 87, 88, 
156,185,196, 344, 360,436, CIO, N2, N87,

that the pub was closing “for an inventory”. 

But when she was alerted to the rogue demolition 
and rushed to the scene from her Maida Vale home, 
her pub was in pieces and only one wall was left 
standing. “There was no warning. I thought that they 
were just going to dig the back garden. It was heart¬ 
breaking”, said Ms Lord.. 

Onlookers said no safety precautions had been put 
in place as the bulldozers just piled into the pub, de¬ 
stroying everything inside. 

The council’s new tough action comes in the wake 
of protests against developers from residents all over 
the capital. Soho and Denmark Street are up in arms 
over the Crossrail development which is causing the 
loss of many old buildings and Kensington residents 
are furious about the dust, noise, alarming vibrations 
and traffic chaos caused by builders in the borough. 

Road safety campaigners are also concerned that 
London has been turned into one vast building site - 
and the fact that the five bicyclists killed in the capital 
this year have all died after collisions with lorries. 

But now a backlash has begun against the get-rich 
developers. 

Last week Kensington and Chelsea’s Royal Borough 
Council ordered a woman who had painted her house 
with red and white stripes to repaint her £15 million 
home properly. The ‘clean it up’ order was the 215 th 
such action by the council this year. 

Kensington and Chelsea Council is also leading a 


drive against the recent trend for building iceberg 
homes - the council has banned developers from dig¬ 
ging basements more than one-storey deep. Westmin¬ 
ster City Council is now to follow the royal borough’s 
example. 

Kensington and Chelsea planning tsar Timothy Co¬ 
leridge has now warned rule-breaking builders “there 
is no excuse - disruption to residents will simply not 
be tolerated”. 

And in a new attack in its no-nonsense action to 
protect the borough against the hell caused by lorries 
at basement sites, the council has launched a “shop a 
bad builder” campaign - urging residents to report 
dodgy developing. 

The council has also strengthened its strike force of 
planning enforcement officers by 30% and figures re¬ 
leased by the local authority reveal it has got twice as 
tough on basement building than it used to be. 

Last year the council threw out 111 basement build¬ 
ing applications, more than double the 53 it rejected 
it 2012. 

On one day in March planning enforcement officers 
ordered work on eight basement developments to 
stop as developers were failing to stick to agreed 
Construction Traffic Management Plans. 

“It was a record day, we’ve never before served 
eight notices in a single day - now we are really 
cracking down,” said a council official.”

NHS protestors stage a ‘die-in’ 
outside Department of Health 



PROTESTERS leading the campaign to 
protect west London hospitals have taken 
their fight to Whitehall, ahead of this 
week’s general election. 

A group of activists staged a ‘die-in’ outside the 
Department of Health on Thursday, before hand¬ 
ing in petitions calling for action to stop the gov¬ 
ernment’s “ongoing attacks” on the NHS. 

Demonstrators joined dozens of other health 
campaigners from across north west London last 
week, to lay down like corpses on the steps of 
Richmond House. 

They say the day of action was to show support 
for health workers and remind the electorate to 
“vote for the NHS” on polling day. 

Merril Hammer, chair of the Hammersmith and 
Charing Cross Save Our Hospitals campaign 
group, said: “Closures and reorganisations are 
about reducing services, pushing people towards 
private medicine, increasing the number of private 
patients, and opening the door to huge profit-mak¬ 
ing corporations. They must be resisted.”

The protest was supported by one of the health 
service’s major unions, GMB. 

Rehana Azam, GMB NHS national officer, 
added: “NHS staff are the beating heart of the 
NHS and we have seen staff morale plummet to 
hit rock bottom. They are at their wits’ end. 

“They’re delivering services against a sweeping 
programme of downgrades, cuts and closures. The 
Department of Health has axed so many services, 
we refuse to leave this unchallenged.” 

Gathering at Whitehall on Thursday, with a week 
to go until electors cast their votes, the demonstra¬ 
tors claimed they had “seven days to save our 
NHS.” 

Save Our Hospitals campaigners said whatever 
the outcome of this week’s election, they will con¬ 
tinue to fight against “growing privatisation” of 
the health service.

In Kensington we 
have hurried heads 
with the basements 


An election address by Robina Rose, Green Party 
candidate for Kensington 

AFTER the Great Fire - we had Christopher Wren, 
and although his plan was never completed, we are 
left with St Paul’s, and a succession of elegant spires 
at the centre of their neighbourhoods, the compres¬ 
sion of villages that have given London its character¬ 
istic plurality. 

In 1811 John Nash gave us a projected 
link between Regents Park and St. 

James’s - not fully realised either, but 
the Nash Terraces, Regent Street and 
Trafalgar Square remain, lending a 
cohesion to our city it might other¬ 
wise lack. 

Even Abercrombie, with his plan 
for postwar London, begins with a 
Social and Functional analysis fol¬ 
lowed by a Communities and Open 
Space survey. He refers to “lack of co¬ 
herent architectural development” and “the 
attainment of worthy redevelopment....not ag¬ 
gressively antagonistic to the genius of London”. 

Would that he were among us now, present at the 
planning meeting allowing the mammoth Clut- 
terblocks obscuring the curves of the Commonwealth 
Institute (now Design Museum), its green copper roof 
once set back gracefully from Kensington High 
Street against the Trees of Holland Park. 

London has become a repository for fast money and 
its development is now investment-led rather than as 
a response to social need, or even a plan for urban 
coherence at such a crucial time. 

The Mayor’s “Further Alterations to the London 
Plan” amplify deregulation. Reactive rather than 
Strategic Planning. (English Heritage have expressed 


concern). 

A jumble of enlarged domestic implements now de¬ 
termine our skyline. 

Kensington finds itself at the sharp end of all this - 
large areas now Ghost Towns. Apartments in inter¬ 
changeable and indifferent new apartment buildings 
are bought offplan and change hands offshore - fur¬ 
ther overheating the boiling bubble. 

Right to buy either subsidises small time spec¬ 
ulation, or creates mortgage slaves. Infra¬ 
structure projects address volume - 
more sewage, more passengers - ex¬ 
pansion the leitmotif rather than 
function or identity - let alone the 
genius of the place. 

Embankments reclaiming marsh¬ 
lands along the Thames were first 
suggested by Wren, fully realised 
by Bazalgette as part of his sewer 
system in response to the Great Stink 
of 1858. Using gravity as its primary 
driving force - longsightedly sufficient 
until now, when repair ad expansion are re¬ 
quired. Sadly, shortsightedly, renewal will not sepa¬ 
rate fresh water from foul. 

New York is developing a 10 mile defense Dryline 
project at the tip of Manhattan - anticipating future 
threat from the sea and creating a park. In Kensington 
we have buried our heads with our basements in the 
ground, in the ultimately unknown unknowns of Lon¬ 
don’s geology (Crossrail have found it to be “far less 
benign than previously thought”). Fracking Licenses 
have been granted beneath our feet. Piecemeal major 
developments at our borders (Earls Court, Westfield 
and Wormwood Scrubs) will impact our local com¬ 
munities irrevocably longterm. Socially, economi¬ 
cally, environmentally.

The opinions were collected by Wright from 
Twitter, where she set up an account for each 
subject with the acronym WDYTO (What Do 
You Think Of) and followed relevant hashtags 
from November 2014 to February 2015. 

“They range from vaguely complimentary to 
absolute condemnation,” she says. 

Visitors to the solo exhibition, at Woolff 
Gallery on Charlotte Street will be encour¬ 
aged to share their own opinions of the elec¬ 
tion outcome in a guest book. 

Wright cemented her place in history last 
April when her portrait of Sir Alex Ferguson, 
made on his retirement from the names of 
every player who ever played for him, went 
viral on Twitter and appeared in newspapers 
around the world. 

She counts Stephen Fry among her celebrity 


fans and the singer Adele, a collector of her 
work, commissioned a portrait of herself, 
written in her own lyrics. 

The five party leaders will be joined by a 
life-sized portrait of the Queen, who will take 
over Queen Victoria as the longest serving 
British Monarch this year; who Wright says 
elicited an overall positive response. Portraits 
of Lady Thatcher and Winston Churchill com¬ 
posed from some of their most famous, or in¬ 
famous, speeches, will also be on display 
alongside pop-stars and celebrities.

Community Police officers 
are hailed as fire heroes 


FIVE Kensington and 
Chelsea police officers 
have been hailed as heroes 
after they risked suffoca¬ 
tion in a “nerve-wracking” 
mercy dash into a burning 
home which saved the life 
of an unconscious man in¬ 
side. 

Officers from the Community 
Policing Team were out and about 
when they were flagged down in 
Roland Gardens, SW10 by a man 
standing in the middle of the road. 

The resident in the block of flats 
said he had been awoken by a 
smoke alarm. After calling the 
emergency services he ran out 
into the street. By sheer luck and 
coincidence Sgt Mark Hennessy 
and officers from his team were 
driving along Roland Gardens in 
a marked police response van and 
were told that the flat on the sec¬ 
ond floor was on fire. 

Sgt Hennessy said: “We could 
all smell the smoke as soon as we 
got to stairwell inside the flats. As 
we climbed the stairs to the sec¬ 
ond floor the smoke was becom¬ 
ing thicker and thicker.” 

As the team approached the 
burning flat Sgt Hennessy felt the 
door to see how hot the inside of 
the property was becoming. 

“At this stage, we were unsure 
of how we were going to get in¬ 
side, but fortunately a supervisor 
on duty at the location had a key 
to the second floor flat,” he said. 

As soon as the door was opened 
thick choking smoke came bil¬ 
lowing out engulfing Sgt Hen¬ 
nessy and his colleagues, PCs Phil 
Bond, Geoff Orchard, Dominic 
Vinall-Smith and Spencer Milton. 

“The heat coming out of the 
door was intense and we were all 
breathing in pure smoke,” said 
Sgt Hennessy. 

Not knowing whether anyone 
was trapped inside the flat, Sgt 
Hennessy got down as low as pos¬ 
sible and began to crawl along the 
pitch-black hallway followed by 
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his colleagues PCs Phil Bond and 
Geoff Orchard. 

Not being able to see even a 
hand in front of the his face, the 
three brave officers kept moving 
forward trying to keep as low as 
possible to get under the searing 
heat that was coming from the 
flat. 

“It was absolutely nerve wrack¬ 
ing, I couldn’t see where the fire 
was seated and the smoke was 
getting thicker and thicker,” said 

*lam so proud of my 
team. I had no 
expectations that the 
others would follow 
me into the burning 
flat but they did. 
They all acted in¬ 
stinctively and just 
got on with it^ 

Sgt Hennessy. 

It was then that to the right of 
the hallway that the light of Sgt 
Hennessy’s torch caught the out¬ 
line of a bedroom door. 

“I could see a fire on one of the 
beds in the room,” he said. 

The fire had now taken hold and 
the flames were creeping up the 
walls of the room and he saw that 
the smoke alarm was completely 
melted. 

Still not knowing if anyone was 
trapped inside the burning flat, the 
officers continued forward taking 
shallow breathes to try and stop 
inhaling the acrid smoke. 

Sgt Hennessy said: “I still 
couldn’t see if anyone was in the 
room as it was pitch black and the 
smoke was getting thicker - it was 
beginning to suffocate us.” 
At that point Sgt Hennessy saw a 
foot in a black sock hanging off 
the bed. 


Managing to get to nearer Sgt 
Hennessy found a man lying un¬ 
conscious on the bed. Along with 
PC Bond they grabbed him by legs 
dragging off the bed, out of the 
burning room and into the corridor 
outside the flat. 

PCs Vinall-Smith and Milton 
took the unconscious man out of 
the flats to waiting medical help. 
Meanwhile, PC Orchard had lo¬ 
cated a fire extinguisher and 
pushed his way back into the bed¬ 
room to turn it on the fire whilst 
checking that there was no-one else 
trapped inside. 

Could not breathe 

The fire brigade then arrived on 
scene and took over, extinguishing 
the blaze bringing it under control. 

Sgt Hennessy said: “We couldn’t 
breathe; we were running out of air. 
Coughing up our lungs.” 

All five officers were suffering 
with smoke inhalation and PC 
Bond was taken to hospital as a 
precaution alongside the occupant 
who has since made a full-recov¬ 
ery. 

The Community Policing team 
was only formed last November 
but Sgt Hennessy said: “I am so 
proud of my team. 

“I had no expectations that the 
others would follow me into the 
burning flat but they did. They all 
acted instinctively and just got on 
with it.” 

A Met spokesman said: “By 
about 3.0 am PC Bond had been re¬ 
leased from hospital and what did 
the team do next? They didn’t go 
home. They got a cup of tea before 
finishing continuing their shift until 
7.0 am, albeit smelling rather 
smoky.” 

“It was scary being crouched 
down in the pitch black fumbling 
your way through a hallway of a 
burning building. I can’t speak for 
the others but it was a frightening 
experience,” said Sgt Hennessy. 

“All I say is how proud I am of 
my team and how well they re¬ 
sponded to a very difficult and 
strenuous situation.” 
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Palace will recognise 
Holocaust’s survivors 


HOLOCAUST survivors and 
refugees living in London will at¬ 
tend the Queen’s garden parties at 
Buckingham Palace this month to 
honour their contribution to Holo¬ 
caust commemoration in the UK. 
This year is the 70th anniversary 
of the end of the Holocaust. 

Holocaust Memorial Day is 
commemorated each year on 27 
January - the anniversary of the 
liberation of the Auschwitz death 
camp. HMD provides an opportu¬ 
nity for everyone to learn lessons 
from the Holocaust, Nazi persecu¬ 
tion and subsequent genocides and 
apply them to the present day to 
create a safer, better future.

ster. 

The Queen, who is the patron of 
the Holocaust Memorial Day 
Trust, has extended her support for 
Holocaust Memorial Day by invit¬ 
ing survivors and refugees to join 
her at the palace garden parties. 

The Holocaust (Shoah, as it is 
known in Hebrew) was a unique 
event in 20th century history. It 
evolved slowly between 1933 and 
1945. It began with discrimina¬ 
tion, then the Jews were separated 
from their communities and perse¬ 
cuted and finally they were treated 
as less than human beings and 


murdered. From the time they as¬ 
sumed power in 1933, the Nazis 
used propaganda, persecution, and 
legislation to deny human and 
civil rights to Jews. They used 
centuries of antisemitism as their 
foundation. 

During the Second World War 
the Nazis sought to murder the en¬ 
tire Jewish population of Europe 
and to destroy its culture. In 1941 
there were about 11 million Jews 
living in Europe; by May 1945 the 
Nazis had murdered six million of 
them. One-and-a-half million of 
these were children. 

Whilst the Jews of Europe were 
the Nazis’ primary target, many 
millions of other people were also 
imprisoned, enslaved and mur¬ 
dered. 

These people included Roma, 
those with mental or physical dis¬ 
abilities, homosexuals, Jehovah's 
Witnesses, trade unionists, politi¬ 
cal opponents, Poles and Soviet 
prisoners of war. 

The Nazis did not act alone. 
They were supported and assisted 
by people from within the coun¬ 
tries they occupied across Europe. 
Most countries stood by while the 
Nazis and their accomplices car¬ 
ried out the mass murder of the 
Jewish people.

Let bankers cough 
up for apprentices 


I HAVE always said the best 
way to deliver some scrap of 
public benefit from the un¬ 
scrupulous actions of the bankers 
is to stick them in the stocks and 
let them enjoy the taste of rotten 
fruit and veg. 

However, I think a better option has 
been put on the table that doesn’t just 
satisfy my disdain for the ‘City Boys’, but 
also my determination to create more ap¬ 
prentices. 

If the Conservatives win the election 
this week they have said that fines im¬ 
posed on Deutsche Bank for its involve¬ 
ment in rigging interest rates would be 
used to fund 50,000 apprenticeships. 

The £200 million cost of the scheme will 
be paid for out of the £227 million fine 
that Deutsche Bank received last week 
for trying to manipulate 
Libor and Euribor inter¬ 
bank lending rates. 

OK, it doesn’t perhaps 
make the bankers feel 
any more shame about 
what they’ve done apart 
from hitting them in 
their pockets, but this 
kind of financial commu¬ 
nity service is a sure-fire 
way to help fund impor¬ 
tant schemes such as 
apprenticeships. 

Of course, this is not a 
new idea. Armed Forces 
charities benefited to the tune of £1.3 mil¬ 
lion as a result of the Libor-fixing scandal 
in 2013, but it proves that it’s a poten¬ 
tially solid source of income for the Gov¬ 
ernment based upon the way the City 
operates. 

After all, as sure as eggs are eggs, you 
can pretty much guarantee that there’ll 
be another bank that’ll be slapped with a 
fine that’ll be up in the millions, or even 
billions, in the next few years, that could 
be used to boost the economy. And let’s 
not forget the utility companies who are 
not averse to being slapped with the odd 


fine, like SSE, which was hit with a £10.5 
million fine for mis-selling gas and elec¬ 
tricity two years ago. 

I’m not talking about using it for front¬ 
line services like the NHS and transport, 
but to top up or even replace money that 
is used for things like start-up loans for 
small businesses, mentoring schemes 
and, of course, training. 

When these fines come rolling in, it will 
also prevent public money from being di¬ 
verted or taken away from the most im¬ 
portant elements of running our country, 
such as health, education and the essen¬ 
tial parts of welfare. 

Instead it will give a boost to charities, 
not-for-profit organisations and busi¬ 
nesses that are focused on improving the 
lives of people in this country through the 
provision of skills and, ultimately, em¬ 
ployment. 

This idea is also an opportunity to de¬ 
liver transparent gov¬ 
ernment, and for that 
matter, transparent big 
business, by creating an 
easily accessible website 
that shows who’s been 
fined, how much the 
country has clawed back 
and, most importantly, 
what the money has 
been used for. 

And it doesn’t have to 
stop there. Perhaps the 
big firms that have been 
avoiding tax would be 
welcome additions to the listing with any 
fines they have to pay used to help ap¬ 
prenticeships and other worthwhile busi¬ 
ness schemes and initiatives? 

Either way, while we shouldn’t encour¬ 
age the dubious actions of those in the 
City, rather than the fines disappearing 
somewhere in the public finances there 
might as well be some benefit to others, 
be they a 16-year-old apprentice, their 
employer or an enterprise being started 
in a new entrepreneur’s bedroom. 

Frankly, there might as well be a silver 
lining around the black cloud that hangs 
over the bankers!

■ I KNOW you do not usually 
use photographs to illustrate let¬ 
ters, but these pictures of my street 
in Pimlico - before and after

Moreton Place, designed by Cu- 
bitt, with the steeple of St. 
George’s Square church at one 
end, was one of the prettiest 


streets in London - in fact, in order 
to protect this view, houses in 
Moreton Street (seen at the end of 
the road) were never allowed to 
build mansard roofs. 

But from 2013, as you can see 
from the second photograph, 
the view was wrecked by the rise 
of the ugly and over-lit St 
Georges Wharf Tower - which 
contains no affordable housing 
and where, today, a two bed- 
roomed flat is on sale for over £4 
million. Lots of people are getting 
rich, but at what cost to London? 


I live in Moreton Place in Pim¬ 
lico where our beautiful view 
used to lift my spirits every time I 
walked down the street.

■ THE manifestos in this election show a dangerous 
myth - that welfare reform can be ‘safe’ if it’s targeted 
at the young. The appearance of young people at food 
banks tells us that this simply is not true. 

The Conservatives have launched a manifesto 
pledge to cut housing benefit for 18-21 year olds - 
the latest in a long line of age-related welfare reform 
proposals premised on the idea of getting young peo¬ 
ple to live under mum and dad’s roof again. 

They echo Labour’s plans to end job seekers al¬ 
lowance for young people and replace it with a new 
‘youth allowance’ means-tested on parental income. 

Of the United Kingdom’s seven million young peo¬ 
ple, 85,000 are care leavers and at least 300,000 are 
young parents. One in five will have witnessed do¬ 
mestic violence and one in four will have lived with 
a binge-drinking parent. Very few of them will have 
a happy parental home to shelter in, and many will 
need to rely on benefits at least in the short term. 

Far from living in a ‘something for nothing’ culture, 
young people have for decades now been prevented 
from claiming support that older citizens are entitled 
to. 


Young people are increasingly having their benefits 
stopped because they can’t meet or have just misun¬ 
derstood new rules placed on them by changes to the 
system. 

In fact Barnardo’s workers have seen cases of 
young people with literacy issues having their bene¬ 
fits withdrawn because they can’t read letters notify¬ 
ing them of job centre appointments. 

Barnardo’s want to see the political establishment 
urgently re-embrace its role as a good parent. That is 
one that protects and nurtures the millions of young 
people who can’t rely on support from their own fam¬ 
ilies. And it’s one that is ambitious for every young¬ 
ster to fulfil their potential in life. 

This means ensuring that crucial benefits are avail¬ 
able to vulnerable citizens so they are fully supported 
to get the state help they need. 

As it stands, on election day, the young people who 
have been rejected throughout their lives will find 
that they yet again have no one to turn to.

Singer Phoebe top of marathon pops 


CHELSEA singer-songwriter Phoebe Ray is 
top of the pops with her Dad after she and 
her brothers raised £15,000 for him and 
other victims of prostate cancer at their first- 
ever attempt at the London Marathon. 

Phoebe, recently hailed by BBC radio star Chris 
Evans as one of London’s best up-and-coming music 
stars, was among the 37,500 run¬ 
ners who finished the gru¬ 
elling 26.2-mile route from 
Blackheath to The Mall - 
making the race the most 
successful in its 35-year 
history by 1,000 runners. 

“I ran it in 4 hours 41 
minutes, my eldest brother 
Freddie did it in 3.47 and 
Albert scooped us both with 
a nippy 3.32,” said Phoebe, 25. 

“It was a day that I shall remem¬ 
ber all my life and we’re utterly overwhelmed that, 
having set a fund-raising target of £6,000, we’ve raised 
£15,000!” 

The Ray family chose the Prostate Cancer Research 
Centre at University College London as their charity 
to run for after their father Chris was diagnosed with 
the disease in 2013. 

“My Dad has undergone a series of treatments with 
varying degrees of success. Two years later he is still 
engaged in the challenge of overcoming it,” said 
Phoebe. 

“At no stage prior to the diagnosis did Dad feel un¬ 
well. Had it not been for an age-related blood test re¬ 
quired whilst he changed jobs, the doctors would now 
be managing his final months. 

“Every year 40,000 men in the UK are diagnosed 
with prostate cancer. Of these, 10,000 will die. That’s 
one man an hour. It is estimated that by 2030 prostate

cancer will be the most common cancer, with one in 
eight men affected by the disease. 

“So as well as raising money we want to raise aware¬ 
ness of the fact that prostate cancer, if caught early 
enough, has a high success rate of recovery. So every¬ 
one should get themselves checked out. 

“The mission of the Prostate Cancer Research Cen¬ 
tre is to improve the survival of men with late-stage 
prostate cancer. PCRC employs a team of scientists 
and support staff who need over £1 million a year to 
continue their vital research into developing new 
treatments and if anyone would like to help us help

Phoebe is soon to release her first EP after Radio 2 
star Evans told his listeners she has “the voice of an 
angel”. Evans also ran the Marathon and Phoebe beat 
his time by 12 minutes. She says running helps with 
her song writing. 

“I always listen to music when I run and the notes 
section on my phone is full of badly-spelt lyrics that 
I’ve tried to type as I jog along. It’s often when song 
ideas emerge and there’s no doubt that running is as 
good for my songwriting as it is for my health.”

A fellow Chelsea family, the Beckhams, were out in 
force to cheer on David and Victoria’s 12-year-old son 
Romeo (pictured) one the race day. 

Although too young to be allowed to enter the actual 
marathon, Romeo was one of the young runners who 
did the three-mile children’s course. 

David, Victoria, Brooklyn and Cruz Beckham 
proudly cheered and filmed him at the finish line, 
which he crossed in under 20 minutes and raised 
£6,000 for UN AIDS and the vulnerable children’s 
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charity 7 Fund. 

The Marathon, which has raised millions of pounds 
for charities, was an emotional curtain-closer for 
Paula Radcliffe, who completed her final race as a 
competitive athlete and received a standing ovation 
on The Mall, before being presented with the John 
Disley London Marathon Lifetime Achievement 


Award by Prince Harry and race founder Disley. 

“This is a really special event and everyone will tell 
you that,” said Radcliffe. “For me it was very, very 
special to be given that award. 

“I knew it would be emotional and it was. I nearly 
lost it at Birdcage Walk, but the crowds bowled me 
over. I wanted it to last forever.”

The 35th London Marathon last Sunday, 
sppbsored by Virgin, saw the highest num¬ 
ber of participants in its history, with more 
than 37,000 entrants crossing the finish line 
in Westminster.

Once again, our street cleaning team have shown 
enormous dedication, delivering a swift clean-up op¬ 
eration which has allowed the City of Westminster to 
look its best within just a couple of hours.” 

This year the organisers of the London Marathon 
were ably assisted by local volunteers, Westminster 
City Guides, in making sure everything ran smoothly 
on the day.

In the latest in an occasional series, the London 
Weekly News takes a look at the lives and work of 
some great London names. This week we reveal what 
lies behind the longevity of a Rolling Stones legend 

Keith Richards

I N some attic or a junk shop 
somewhere in London there is 
an item of rock and roll his¬ 
tory that to a collector is possibly 
worth the best part of a million 
pounds. 

It is a Hofner F-hole Archtop guitar 
with the words “blue boy” painted onto 
the fretboard and it is the first steel string 
guitar that Keith Richards ever owned. 

He hasn’t seen it since 1962, when the 
teenager who later became the greatest 
rock and roll guitarist in the world left it 
on a tube train on the Victoria Line, or 
possibly the Bakerloo Line; Keith can’t 
remember which. 

This was the guitar, bought from Ivor 
Mairants’ music shop, just off Oxford 
Street in Rathbone Place, with which in 
May 53 years ago Keith passed the Soho 
audition in the upstairs room at the old 
Bricklayers Arms at 7 Broadwick Street, 
and won himself a place in the band that 
shortly afterwards became known as The 
Rolling Stones. 

It’s the guitar on which Keith learned 
to play ‘Not Fade Away’, the Buddy 
Holly song which gave the Stones their 
first Top 5 hit, when he and Mick Jagger 
and the earliest version of the Stones 
played at the original Marquee Club on 
Oxford Street, when they were known as 
Little Boy Blue and The Blue Boys. 

Like the guitar, the pub has gone now 
- although the music remains on the site 
in the fine record store Sounds Of The 
Universe - but the great Londoner, the 
star of the Dartford Delta, gloriously 
shows no sign of disappearing too. 

In the next week or so, the Stones will 
begin rehearsals for the lengthy USA leg 
of their seemingly-unending world tour, 
which kicks off in San Diego on May 
24th - and at which a pair of the best seats 
in the house will cost you £4,786. 

The US tour was meant to coincide 
with the re-release of‘Sticky Fingers’, the 
Stones’ first album released on their own 
label back in 1971 with the album sleeve 
designed by Andy Warhol - a print of a 
pair of Levi’s complete with a real zip 
sewn into the sleeve. 

But the re-release special collectors’ 
edition, which comes complete with pre- 
viously-unreleased tracks, unseen photo¬ 
graphs and a 120-page behind-the-scenes 
book, has been delayed until June - be¬ 
cause such is the huge number of pre-or¬ 
ders that the record plant making the 
sleeves has run out of zips! 

There is much hope and anticipation 
that after the USA gigs, the Stones will 


return to London for a couple of shows in 
August; causing the sort of tickets frenzy 
that the likes of Ed Sheeran could only 
marvel at. 

But there’s even better news for the 
caravan of Keef fans - the great man him¬ 
self is toying with his first solo tour in 23 
years, set to hit the road with his crack 
band The X-pensive Winos in September, 
around the release of a new solo album. 

“The Stones have been working so 
much lately that I’ve been holding off 
until we could find a reasonable time to 
put the album out,” he said. “The idea of 
doing some gigs to support it is being 
kicked around. At the moment I’m just 
getting my head into the Stones, and I 
haven’t really thought about what I’m 
going to do afterwards - but usually if I 
put a record out, I do some road work. So 
it’s possible.” 

As a Keith Richards show tends to be 
played in smaller venues than the massive 
Stones gigs - in 1992 he played the Town 
& Country club, with its capacity of only 
1,800 - the clamour for tickets in his 
home town is most likely to put demand 
for any other gig this year right in the 
shade. Music experts predict that each 
seat could be over-subscribed five hun¬ 
dred times and ticket touts will be asking 
up to one hundred times the face value. 

That, and the fact that the Stones are 
asking - and getting - the best part of 
£5,000 for a pair of tickets to their open¬ 
ing night in the US, puts him a long way 
from the days when he’d gleefully record 
in his diary that the band was paid £12 for 
a two-hour set at the Marquee in the early 
Sixties. 

“Back then the extent of our aspira¬ 
tions was that maybe, just maybe, we 
might get good enough to put out a blues 
single on some obscure jazz label,” he 
once told me. “In those days we thought 
that the Stones would only last a couple 
of years, tops. But then who lasted longer 
than that in those days? Only Elvis and 
who was going to put themselves up 
against Elvis back then?” 

The answer, of course, is only The 
Beatles. 

“We didn’t have any ambition other 
than playing in blues clubs a few nights a 
week, until Brian Jones saw The Beatles,” 
said Keith. 

Although Jones was impressed by the 
mania and media adulation that sur¬ 
rounded the Liverpool boy band that 
Mick Jagger once dubbed “the four¬ 
headed monster”, as London’s rockier, 
edgier retort to the Mersey pop moptops,

the Stones effortlessly developed a cooler 
image which, with Keith Richards lead¬ 
ing it, has lasted to this day. 

In the main that’s been due to the 
unique style of his guitar-playing, his el¬ 
egant refusal to kow-tow or conform and 
the sharp, laconic wit that created such 
memorable perceptions as “if you’re 
going to kick authority in the teeth, you 
may as well use both feet” and “everyone 
talks about rock these days, the problem 
is they forget about the roll”. 

It’s little wonder that, some years back, 
the man who also once said “let me be 
clear about this; I don’t have a drug prob¬ 
lem, I have a police problem” inspired a 
published collection of his sayings, excel¬ 
lently-titled “What Would Keith Richards 
Do? Daily Affirmations From A Rock ‘n’ 
Roll Survivor”. It is as excellent a read as 
“Life”, his autobiography, which is gen¬ 
erally held to be the finest ever written by 
a rock star. 

S O what would Keith 
Richards do now as he ap¬ 
proaches turning 72 in De¬ 
cember? 

What is left for rock’s pirate-in-chief 
who recently even penned a children’s 
book, the story of his own grandfather’s 
musical influence on him, “Gus And Me: 


The Story Of My Granddad And My First 
Guitar”? 

The answer, naturally, is the same as 
ever. Because although the Stones remain 
the greatest rock and roll band in the 
world, although they have lasted 45 years 
longer than The Beatles, although, when 
every rock star wanted to be the Guinness 
world record crowd-draw, they shut up 
the rest of the pack by playing to a beat- 
this audience of 1.5 million on the beach 
in Rio de Janeiro, although he has a per¬ 
sonal fortune reported to be £210 million, 
as he says, “you don’t start to play your 
guitar thinking you’re going to be running 
an organisation that will generate mil¬ 
lions. .. you do it for that zing, that buzz 
that made you get up in front of an audi¬ 
ence in the first place. 

“So I want to carry on, to keep on see¬ 
ing where this will go, just like the older 
blues guys did. Nobody ever told Muddy 
Waters he was too old to play”. 

And if the day comes when he does get 
too old to stand on stage and play? 

“So sit down and play!” 

A great Londoner, a great inspiration to 
millions and hopefully coming our way 
soon. And, if anyone’s found it, he’d 
probably like his guitar back.

MARK HIX'S RECIPE 
y OF THE WEEK 

Sea Spinach and 
mushroom tart 

Serves 4 

I'VE used sea spinach here, but if you can't get it, use baby spinach. 

4 butter puff pastry rectangles rolled to 3-4mm and cut to about 
8x10cm 

2 handfuls of small sea spinach or baby spinach leaves, washed 
and dried 

100-120g button or oyster mushrooms, sliced 

A couple of knobs of butter 

Salt and freshly ground black pepper 

100ml double cream 

50g grated Cheddar 

Crumb topping (optional) 

Preheat the oven to 200C/gas mark 6. Dock the pastry with a fork to 
prevent it rising, place on a baking tray and bake for 5 minutes, then 
remove from the oven. 

Melt the butter in a pan and gently cook the mushrooms for 3-4 min¬ 
utes, seasoning and stirring as they cook; stir in the spinach and cook 
for about a minute. 

While the spinach and mushrooms are cooking, simmer the cream 
until it's reduced by two-thirds and thickened, stir in the cheese until 
it's melted; remove from the heat, transfer to a plate with some kitchen 
paper to absorb any juices, and leave to cool. 

Spread the cheese mixture on the tarts, then spoon the spinach mix¬ 
ture on top. Bake for about 5-6 minutes, covering the spinach with 
foil so that it doesn't discolour. 

Serve immediately.

A BRAND new production of Bugsy Malone, the 
musical made famous by the 1976 film version, 
opened last Tuesday evening with a glittering press 
night. 

The Lyric Theatre has undergone an extensive 
multi-million pound redevelopment programme so 
the evening's festivities were also a celebration of the 
unveiling of the new state of the art facilities in Ham¬ 
mersmith. 

Hidden inside an immaculate contemporary exte¬ 
rior, the auditorium is an unspoilt and opulent haven 
for theatre traditionalists.

Three years ago after they per¬ 
formed at the Olympics,

Sunday, May 10th: A Service 
of Thanksgiving at Westminster 
Abbey, attended by The Queen 
and The Duke of Edinburgh, 
The Prince of Wales and The 
Duchess of Cornwall, members 
of The Royal Family, and up to 
1,000 veterans and their fami¬ 
lies. Representatives of Allied 
Nations and Commonwealth 
countries who fought alongside 
Britain in the conflict will also 
attend. 

Afterwards, a parade of over 
2,000 Service personnel, veter¬ 
ans and their guests will march 
from Westminster Abbey to 
Horse Guards Parade, passing 


the balcony in Whitehall where 
Winston Churchill appeared be¬ 
fore the crowds on VE Day after 
his famous speech to mark Vic¬ 
tory in Europe. The service and 
parade will be broadcast on 
BBC One. 

The world-famous Red Arrows

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Who’s the most wicked?

A LL of the big musicals have an army of 
loyal fans but Wicked, unlike any other, 
seems to ignite a certain addiction in some 
of its followers. After winning the This Morning 
Audience award at The Oliviers the show is on a 
high and I wanted to find out what makes it so pop¬ 
ular. 

Wicked, The Untold Story of the Witches of Oz 
has music and lyrics by Stephen Swartz and book 
by Winnie Holzman. The story is told from the per¬ 
spective of the witches of Oz and the plot begins 
before, and continues after, Dorothy's arrival in Oz 
from Kansas. It includes references to the 1939 
film The Wizard Of Oz and tells the story of two 
unlikely friends, Elphaba (the Wicked Witch of the 
West) and Glinda the Good. 

I'm a big fan of the show, having seen it on nine 
occasions, but I am a mere amateur compared to 
some of the Oz devotees. Having heard fans dis¬ 
cussing the number of times they had seen the 
show I wanted to find out why, for some, their lives 
have become devoted to all things Emerald. 

My first superfan is Elbe. I had previously met 
Elbe when we were both part of a choir on The 
West End Women tour which included the most fa¬ 
mous British Elphaba, Kerry Ellis. 

To date, Elbe has watched Wicked 37 times, the 
first being on her 13th birthday back in 2009. 

I asked Ellis what she likes about it. 
"Everything!” was her reply. “The first time I 
went I didn't know any of the performers so I re¬ 
searched them and wanted to see them again. Then 
when the cast changed I wanted to see the new peo¬ 
ple and it just carried on. Now one of the main rea¬ 
sons I like it is the fans. I know that I could go to a 
Saturday afternoon show and there will be people 
I know from Twitter. Most of the best friends I have 
today I met through seeing Wicked." 

Sarah has seen the show 48 times, so what makes 
it different? 

"I love how everyone in the cast brings a new di¬ 
mension to the show,” she said. “I enjoy seeing 
new people in a role and get ridiculously excited if 
an understudy I have not seen before is on. I love 
the colours, the music, the costumes, the humour 
and the fact that every time I see the show I notice 
something new. 

"I live a long way from London so often spend 
most of the night travelling back home after a show 
and then end up going to work having had no sleep.

I have been known to watch it twice in one day. 

Joann is from Melbourne and is web know by the 
Australian cast. I ask about her Wicked journey. 

"I heard about it back in 2008 when my all time 
favourite singer Anthony Callea was going to be 
playing the role of Boq," she said. 

Joann has followed the tour across the subconti¬ 
nent having already watched it 154 times and with 
another 65 more shows booked, including for the 
last nights in both Brisbane, and Perth. 

Being a fan of Wicked is a bit like following your 
favourite football team or having a favourite movie 
series like Star Wars and the Lord of the Rings. 
Fans will go to great lengths to get hold of rare 
memorabilia and often camp out at the box office 
to see cast changes or the final performances of 
their favourite stars. 

Martin runs one of the many Twitter fan accounts 
for current West End green girl Emma Hatton and 
originally got half price tickets at the booth in 
Leicester Square when neither Blood Brothers or 
Phantom of the Opera was available. 

Having seen the show 75 times in London and 
once on the UK tour, Martin tells me about the 
maddest thing he has done. 

"When I heard that Kerry Ellis would be return¬ 
ing to Wicked in 2014 I made a last minute deci¬ 
sion to camp outside the theatre for front row 
tickets for her first show. As a result I spent 25 
hours on the concrete outside the Apollo Victoria 
without a coat, blankets or a sleeping bag. It was 
midway through act two before I started to get feel¬ 
ing back in my fingers." 

Superfan 

The person I'm crowning as my Wicked superfan, 
however is Jean who runs another fan account on 
Twitter, this time devoted to Ashleigh Gray who is 
currently playing Elphaba in the touring produc¬ 
tion. Jean has seen the show 202 times and with 
more trips booked would have won purely for the 
number of times watching let alone her absolute 
devotion to Munchkinland. 

Jean said: "The audience goes on an amazing 
journey and everyone can relate to at least one of 
the characters. The story is quite touching and you 
are drawn in straightaway. Every actor has their 
own unique portrayal. It can be quite refreshing to 
see a different spin on things. 

I often get asked why have I watched it so many 
times and will I ever get bored of it? The answer is 
no. It is not like a movie where I'm watching the 
same thing over and over again. The buzz and the 
energy that both the audience and the cast feel is 
just incredible.” 

Most fans have their favourite actors from the 
show but I ask Jean what in particular she likes 
about Ashleigh Gray. 

"I have seen 17 different people play Elphaba and 
my favourite is Ashleigh Gray. 

I absolutely adore her voice. I remember watch¬ 
ing her for the first time and she literally blew me 
away. Through her portrayal of Elphaba and her 
voice I could feel the passion and love she has for 
performing and was deeply touched and inspired 
by this. 

She is also incredibly kind and humble at the 
stage door, which is the icing on the cake."

Ms Ellison, 34, who 
married Ferdinand in 
2009, had breast cancer. 

She leaves behind three 
children - Lorenz, nine, 
Tate, six, and four-year-old 
Tia. 

In a statement on QPR’s 
website, Ferdinand said: 
“Rebecca, my wonderful 
wife, passed away 
peacefully after a short 
battle with cancer at the 
Royal Marsden Hospital in 
London. 

“She was a fantastic 
loving mother to our three 
beautiful children. She will 
be missed as a wife, sister, 
aunt, daughter and 
granddaughter. She will 
live on in our memory, as a 
guide and inspiration. 

Rallied around 

“Myself, my parents 
Janice and Julian, along 
with Rebecca’s parents 
Lesley and Stephen, would 
like to thank our families, 
friends and my club 
colleagues who have 
rallied around in these 
desperate days, weeks and 
months.” 

Ferdinand thanked the 
staff who treated his wife 
at the south London 
hospital, adding: “I would 
also like to express my 
gratitude for the 
dedication and expertise of 
the staff led by Professors 
Johnstone and Clark at 
the Royal Marsden. 

“Their valiant efforts to 
prolong Rebecca’s all-too- 
short life will not be 
forgotten.” 

QPR boss Chris Ramsey 
said: “Rio has been a man- 
mountain around the 
place. 

“He’s had the weight of 
the world on his shoulders 
but you wouldn’t know 
that. He’s a fantastic 
professional and conducts 
himself in a terrific 
manner.

It 
will be a busy summer. We need to start the work straight 
away to move the club forward." 

Symons was also quizzed on the futures of goalkeeper 
Marcus Bettinelli and 18-year-old Kingston-upon- 
Thames-born forward Patrick Roberts, who have been 


linked in the media with moves away from SW6. 

"We can keep both of them, for sure, and that's what 
we plan on doing. They've developed at this football 
club and they'll continue to develop here.
